1 very  much  regret  the  delay  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health 
ol  the  Borough  lor  the  year  1933.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  two  members 
of  the  Health  Department  stall"  during  the  early  months  of  1934,  the 
w ork  of  the  department  necessarily  became  somew  hat  disorganized  and 
considerable  arrears  inevitably  accumulated. 

The  birth  rate,  which  has  been  steadily  declining  for  the  past  four 
years,  reached  a new  low  level  record  in  1933.  The  death  rate,  though 
slightly  higher  than  in  1932,  is  lower  than  the  average  death  rate  for 
the  five  years  1929  to  1933. 

With  regard  to  the  health  statistics  generally,  while  there  is  room 
for  considerable  improvement,  they  must,  I think,  be  considered  fairly 
satisfactory  w hen  one  takes  into  account  the  terrible  industrial  conditions 
which  have  existed  in  the  Borough  during  the  past  thirteen  years.

From  this 
it  w ill  be  seen  that  54  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  1933. 
The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  61  in  1932  and  79  in  1931.  This 
reduction  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  is  very  satisfactory;  as,  how- 
ever, the  number  of  births  has  been  dropping  at  the  same  time,  the 
infant  mortality  rate  does  not  show  a similar  fall.  It  w ill  be  seen  from 
the  table  that  45  (83  ) of  the  deaths  resulted  from  four  causes,  viz., 

gastro-enteritis  7;  congenital  malformations  7;  premature  birth  21;

All  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia  are  investigated 
b\  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  bv  the  Health  Visitors. 

Artificial  Light  Clinic. — The  work  was  continued  on  the  lines 
described  in  former  reports,  except  that  no  sessions  were  held  during  the 
month  of  July.  Sixtv-five  children  under  school  age  were  treated.  'The 
following  table  shows  the  diseases  dealt  w ith  and  the  result  of  the  treat- 
ment in  each  case.

The  necessary  action  was  taken  with  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory 
premises. 


Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by 
Byelaws  or  Regulations. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  are  nineteen  Fish  Friers  premises  and 
one  marine  store  in  the  Borough.  These  premises  have  been  regularlv 
visited  and  the  Byelaws  enforced. 

Slaughterhouses. — There  are  twelve  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough.  With  the  exception  of  two,  which  have  not  been  in  constant 
use,  the  slaughterhouses  have  been  visited  regularly. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  six  Common  Lodging 
Houses  in  the  Borough.  The  premises  64,  Princess  Street,  have  been 
vacated  and  have  been  removed  from  the  Register.  Five  houses  are 
registered  for  men  lodgers  only,  and  one  house  for  male  lodgers  and 
married  couples.  The  houses  have  been  visited  regularly  and  the  Bye- 
laws enforced.  It  has  been  verv  difficult  to  get  the  keeper  of  the  premises 
6 8,  Dunn  Street,  to  keep  the  house  up  to  a reasonable  standard.  The 
structure  of  the  premises  has  reached  a state  w hen  they  are  not  suitable 
for  the  requirements  ol  this  class  ol  occupation. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911 — 1928. — X’o  samples  of  rag  Hock  have  been 
taken  during  the  year. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds,  etc. — Regular  visits  have  been  paid  to  the 
Pit  Heap,  and  during  the  whole  ol  the  year  there  has  been  a number  ol 
caravans  on  this  site. 
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I have  again  to  call  attention  to  llu*  unsatislactory  sanitan  ai't'an^”- 
ments.  The  two  ash-closets  continue  to  he  a nuisance  In  reason  ol  the 
number  of  persons  using  them.  Neither  the  ground  landlord  nor  the 
lessee  of  the  land  has  made  am  elVort  to  improve  the  general  sanitary 
conditions. 

Smoke  Abatement. — There  has  been  no  action  taken  with  regard  to 
smoke  abatement  during  the  year. 

Schools. — No  Public  Klemcntarv  School  was  closed  during  the 
year  to  prevent  the  spread  ol  intentions  disease.  I he  sanitary  conditions 
and  water  supply  ot  the  schools  in  the  area  are  satisfactory.

Housing.

Plans  submitted  at  the  Inquire  be  the  owners 
for  thi'  conversion  ol  the  tenements  into  llats  were  accepted  on  behalf  ol 
the  Council  anil  the  Clearance  Order  was  withdrawn.  Alterations  to  the 
proper! e began  in  1934. 

North  Ward  No.  2 Clearance  Area.  Comprising  145  holdings,  340 
rooms  and  656  occupants,  and 

North  Ward  No.  3 Clearance  Area. — Comprising  37  holdings,  67 
rooms  and  152  occupants,  were  declared  bv  the  Council  to  be  Clearance 
Areas  on  28th  September,  1933.

The  Mialvst  stated: — “With  regard  to  the  samples  ol  ‘Rum 
Kssenee’  and  ‘Brand\  bssence,”  both  ol  which  are  described  as 
‘Artificial  Flavouring’  and  both  of  which  bear  a warning  that  tliev  must 
not  be  drunk  as  a beverage,  thev  .appear  to  be  preparations  made  either 
from  natural  Fusel  Oil  or  a mixture  artificially  compounded  in  imitation 
of  Fusel  Oil.  In  mv  opinion  both  these  samples  can  be  sold  without 
infringing  am  Act  of  Parliament.” 

Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923-1927.  Seven 
samples  of  milk  submitted  for  analvsis  complied  w ith  these  Regulations. 

Public  Health  (Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923-1927. — Two  samples 
of  dried  milk  were  submitted  for  analvsis.  The  Analvst’s  certificate  for 
tlie  first  sample  stated  it  to  be  “deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  entent  of 
3.00  .”  The  manufacturers  were  communicated  with  and  a further 

sample  submitted  for  analvsis,  which  proved  to  be  of  genuine  cjualit \ 
and  in  compliance  with  the  Regulations.  The  Analvst’s  observations  on 
this  sample  were  that  “On  reconstitution  with  hot  water  the  ‘solubility’ 
of  the  sample  was  satisfactory.  Some  dark  coloured  particles  wen- 
found  to  separate  from  the  reconstituted  milk,  but  microscopical  exam- 
ination proved  these  to  be  particles  of  charred  dried  milk  and  were  not 
due  to  extraneous  dirt.” 

Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925- 
1929. — All  the  samples  submitted  for  analysis  were  in  compliance  with 
these  Regulations.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 


A slight  outbreak  of  scarlet  lever  occurred  in  the  Autumn — all  the 
cases  were,  however,  of  a mild  type.  A table  giving  particulars  of  the 
notifications  of  infectious  diseases  classified  by  months  and  wards  is 
given  on  page  24,  and  a table  classifying1  the  notifications  by  age  groups 
is  given  on  page  25.  As  for  many  vears  past,  notifications  of  pneumonia 
form  the  majority  of  those  received. 

The  average  period  of  stay  in  hospital  of  the  scarlet  fever  patients 
was  21.25  davs.  No  return  case  occurred. 

A supply  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  Health  Department 
for  use  by  private  practitioners  for  patients  resident  in  the  Borough. 
40,000  Units  were  given  out  during  the  year. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  examined  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle  upon  1 yne.

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1933. 


During  the  year  one  case  (pulmonary — female)  was  restored  to  the 
register  alter  having  been  previously  removed. 

Five  deaths  (12.5  of  the  total  deaths  from  tuberculosis)  occurred 
among  persons  who  had  not  been  notified  to  me  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.  Four  of  these  deaths  were  “inward  transfers.”

The  County  Tuberculosis  Visitor  for  the  district  sends  a notice  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  respecting  nuisances  discovered  in  the 
homes  of  tuberculosis  patients  visited  by  her.  In  every  case  a Sanitary 
Inspector  investigates  the  matter  with  a view'  to  abating  the  nuisance, 
if  possible.  Ow  ing  to  the  large  amount  of  poverty  caused  by  unemploy- 
ment, it  is  frequently  quite  impossible  to  abate  nuisances  caused  by  over- 
eiowding,  as  the  family  is  unable  to  afford  the  rent  for  a larger  house.

“A  pig  keeper  was  warned  for  having-  meat  wrappers  about  his 


premises  and  for  earn  ing  animal  food  stuffs  in  same.

“No  breach  of  this  Order  has  come  to  mv  notice.

In 
June  this  year  a breach  of  the  Order  was  prevented  when  a person  was 
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set‘n  removing  straw  from  a box  outside  a shop  door.  The  said  person 
and  the  shop  assistant  were  warned  and  the  straw  destroyed. 

Another  breach  of  the  Order  came  to  my  notice  when  packing 
straw  was  being  used  on  a lorry  on  which  meat  was  being  conveyed,  and 
part  ol  t lie  straw  was  blown  into  the  street.  The  driver  and  loader  were 
warned. 

“A  number  of  other  persons  have  been  cautioned  regarding  the  use 
ol  packing  straw  for  bedding  horses  and  dogs. 

Swine  Fever  Order,  1908—1917. 

“Suspected  swine  fever  was  notified  at  a piggery  at  East  End 
Gardens.  The  necessary  action  was  taken,  and  the  carcase  of  the  pig 
which  died  and  the  remaining  swine  were  examined  by  the  Ministry’s 
Inspector.
